NEW YORK-Job recruiters today may get sued for 
asking graduating college seniors innappropriate or 
illegal questions, warns a Fortune 500 consulting firm. 

In a survey of more than 200 students at campuses 
nationwide, many told Hanigan Consulting Group that 
campus recruiters from 100 large corporations asked 
them questions that clearly violated federal guidelines 
for fair and equal hiring practices. 

“Inappropriate questions reflect badly on the compa- 
ny, and will cause the top students to look elsewhere,” 
said Maury Hanigan, the consulting group president. 

Examples of some of these questions include: 

* "Do you get laid much at your school?” 

* ‘Is your boyfriend white?" 

* “What is your view on Capital punishment?” 

* “What does your father do?”

Shortly after the meeting, he 
called the ruling “the heginniny of 
the end of racial preferences.” 

Meanwhile, President Clinton 
reaffirmed his support for affirma- 
live action, acknowledging that the 
system has problems but is still 
necessary because of unequal op- 
portunities for wonien and iinor- 
iti€s, 

“The job of ending diserimina- 
tion in this country is not over,” 
Clinton said. “We should reaffirm 
the principle of affirinative action 
and fix the practice. We should 
have a simple slogan: Meri it, but 
don’t etid it,” 

UC’s new policy allows a mini- 


heed to be re-negotiated. The dis- 
trict asserted that RSC made fio 
response to theit request. An offi- 
cial complaint was filed, in March 
of 1994, requesting that the classes 
and theit cotresponding funds be 
returned. 

The lawsuit was distiissed last 
April in superior court. OUSD 
pursued the matter, but failed to 
respond to the case’s latest court 
date. said Kathy Mefinieally, Vice 
Chancellor of Continuing Educa- 
tion. 

RSC Chancellot Viviati Bleviris 
conjectured. in April, that Orange’ s 
actions may be motivated by a de- 
site “to imptove theif finaficial 
State.” Blevins went on to express

“T will teach you to problem solve.

Is all this math necessary? 


Critical Reform 

Champions of teform say that stu- 
dents should receive an education 
conducive to their abilities, interests, 
and desites. They feel that the 
downtrend in learning results from 
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giving the same education to stu- 
dents with different capabilities. 
Many believe that the system needs 
to be fundamentally changed. and 
afe calling for a different curticula. 
Even though we have seen signifi- 


cant change since the opening of 
public schools, many ineffective 
methods are being maintained by 
universities. Today rapidly increas- 
ing knowledge, technology. and 
growing student diversity introduce 
new challenges. Higher standards 
for educational excellence, new state 
and local curriculum frameworks, 
and proposed initiatives for reform 
are being presented to policymakers. 

According to the Education Com- 
mission. reformers anticipate “that 
by rethinking the structure of the 
education system,” they willbe better 
positioned to fulfill the needs of all 
students. 

Of course, all should be able to 
critically think and read. To solve a 
complex problem. To appreciate and 
make informed decisions about the 
world. But all will not pursue the 
same professional paths or ifiterests. 

This is an integral distinction, a 
pivotal point when mapping educa- 
tional goals. Yet many still favor the 
same knowledge for all. Because the 
more set the curricula, the more lim- 
ited the instructor flexibility, student 
choice, and unavoidably, studetit in- 
terest and motivation.

If Wilson wins, 
we won't mind 


ov. Pete Wilson - despite campaign promises- 
officially announced this week that he is running 
for the Presidency of the United States. 

The el Don fully supports his bid for the Republican Party 
presidential nomination. Well, actually, we hope to see him 
accept the Republican Party vice-presidential nomination. 
We would hate to set Gov. Wilson loose on an 
unsuspecting America. 

One of Wilson’s cited accomplishments is his tough stance 
against illegal immigration in California and the passage of 
Proposition 187. The law’s disregard for basic human rights 
prompted immediate lawsuits from concerned citizens. 
Wilson's win should be buried under years of litigation. 

Wilson is also claiming victory over affirmative action 
programs at University of California campuses. But, 
eliminating affirmative action hiring programs could cost 
the UC system precious federal funding. Does the ending 
of affirmative action enrollment policies do anything to fur- 
ther racial harmony?

It’s not as if Wilson has endeared himself to college stu- 
dents anyway. Tuition rates have doubled at state colleges 
and in some cases tripled for community college students - 
all during Wilson’s reign as governor.

So, where is he leading us? And more importantly, do we 
want to go there? 

California may not have to answer those questions. Wil- 
son is attempting to lead himself directly into the presi- 
dency. While that may be a disturbing notion to some, any 
exit from California politics (by Wilson) would be a 
welcome one. 


In defense of 
Shannon Faulkner 


hannon Faulkner was denied enrollment into The 
Citadel’s corps of cadets solely because she is a 
woman. Instead of bowing down to the status quo, 
she decided to fight for her rights as an American citizen, 

The Citadel is a publicly funded military academy. For it 
to discriminate on the basis of gender is not only wrong, 
it is a slap in the face for every woman that has ever 
graduated from West Point, or any military academy in 
the United States. 

In both public and private, Faulkner has been criticized 
for her decision to leave The Citadel: she has been ac- 
cused of setting back the women’s movement several years. 
Many other freshman cadets decide to leave within the 
first few weeks of training, without having to fight more 
than two years for the right to simply try. 

Some people think Faulkner should not be where she is 
not wanted. They favor the segregation of male and fe- 
male cadets. They have attacked her character calling her 
a failure and much worse. But they should remember: she 
bore the light of public scrutiny and ridicule for a cause 
greater than herself, and won.
